Eating Crow. 


Indianapolis Journal. 
A correspondent asks us the origin of 
the phrase “eating crow." As the time is 
near at hand when a good many plates 
will be served from that unsayory dish, It 
may be of general interest to read of it. as 
told some twenty fire years ago In the 
Knickerbocker Magazine. An old^farmer 
who lived somewhere on the Hudson, was 
In the habit of taking in a few summer 
boarders to eke out the earnings of the 
farm. Like most farmers who lake sum­ 
mer boorders, and have, at the same time 
a convenient market for their produce, this 
thrifty snccessor of the Kmckerbackers 
was accustomed to send all the best prod­ 
uct! of his tarm and garden, and the 
choicest butter iron his dairy, to maiket, 
often returning from town with interior 
articles which he had purchased at a 
greatly reduced price, sateiy hidden away 
to his wagon box, to be smuggled into the 
kitchen and palmed off upon the confiding 
boarders as home grown products. Finally 
some of the boarders began to grumble. 
They had boarded in the country before, 
and knew what fresh vegetables and ber 
rial, new laid eggs and “grass” butter 
were, and they were conscious of the .fact 
that 
they 
were 
not 
getting 
what they were entitled to. To all their 
complaints the farmer returned answer 
thai they were entirely “too partlckelcr,” 
thfet it was foolish and sinful to pamper 
one’s appetite ; that ordinary food was bet! 
In the long, and winding up with the re­ 
mark: “I kin eat anything; I kin eat 
crow.” Tnis last remark was repeated so 
often that it made an impression on one of 
the boarders, who, being oui snooting one 
day. and having popped over a crow, de­ 
termined to put the gastronomic ability of 
his host to the test. 
He carried the bird 
home, had the cook dress it, and gave her 
instructions to cook it for dinner. 
Then 
fearful that the hardy farmer might have 
stomach even for such a dieb, and so make 
good his boast, he slipped into the kitchen 
while the bird was cooking, and seasoned 
it liberally with Scotch snuff, in time the 
dish was sent to the table, and the boarder 
placed It before the host, with the remark: 
“Now, you have been steadily proclaiming 
your ability to eat a crow. Here is one 
cooked to a turn. Try it.” The farmer was 
taken entirely back, but had too much 
pluck to acknowledge himself 
beaten 
without a trial. He accordingly attacked 
the dish, with the remark: “I kin do it.” 
At the second bite he repeated: “I kin eat 
crow.’'aid. as he suddenly suspended the 
operation of cutting the third mouthful, 
and began to retreat toward the door, he 
added, “but dang me if I hanker arter it!”

A MILKS OCEAN. 


T h e .r n e B o m e .o i a s E .e o u ite r e d br 
• F ren ch F rigate. S c a r A d en .: 
From the London Times. 
The phenomenon of a milky sea has been 
known to occur in certain parts, hut has 
not been very thoroughly scrutinized. 
Some have considered the luminous appear­ 
ance in question an electrical effect In 
thunder storms, others have attributed it 
to cadaveric decomposition of 
marine 
animala and plants; others to abundant 
spawn, with fishes moving about in It. 
Bot the truth appears to be that it results 
from an immense accumulation of animal­ 
cule capable of becoming phosphorescent, 
spontaneously or by friction, borne inter­ 
esting information of the subject (of an 
exact character) has been lately published 
by Lieutenant Pornaio, of the French iron 
clad L'Armide, which, in February last 
met with a milky sea in the passage from 
Point de Galle to Aden. The nights of 
Febrnary 9, IO, 12 and 13 were character* 
ized by the phenomenon in all its splendor, 
the ship during this time traversing CGO 
miles (1,100 kilometers)

east longitude. There was no thunder 
storm, the sky was clear, the moon new, 
the barometer, thermometer and hygrom­ 
eter were regular, and a gentle northeast 
monsoon was blowing. Tne temperature 
of the surface of the water was constant at 
twenty-five degrees. 
The sea was like a snow-colored field in 
clear night; and all trace of undulations 
was lost sight of. 
Tae milky look was 
hardly disturbed by tbe motion of the ship 
sod working of tbe screw (which shows 
that the layer had considerable thickness) 
By day all disappeared, but tbe hue of the 
sea was somewhat altered. 
Looked at 
attentively over the ship's side at night 
the water wa9 seen to contain an enor­ 
mous number of Infamous particles pressed 
close together, and more brilliant close to 
the side (where disturbed.) b. me 400 of 
these corpuscles (one or two centimeters 
long) could be counted in a bucket holding 
ten liters oi the water. 
Drawn out, these 
were seen to be of gelatinous substance, i 
which quickly dried and disappeared, and I 
leaving a dark globule one millimeter in 
diameter, which m a microscope presented 
a transparent ovoid animalcule, which 
was filled with egg9 and moving its fins 
and tentacles incessantly. A drop of waler j 
added to the dark globule brought back | 
its lumioosit) ; and when the creature was I 
bruised in tbe hand it gave a bright mark, j 
which was quickly extinguished aud which 
had no smell. 
Tne milk? water kept till day and look­ 
ed at lo the dark, snows no JuminoMty, I 
even though agitated; nor does the water 
procured by day and brought into dark­ 
ness. It remains to be determined what 
causes the luminosity of those ammalcu « . 
and information is also desirable as to the 
position of the various milky seas on the 
globe, the times of their appearance, and 
whether they persist in the same place or 
oot, etc. 
Several of (he officers on board j 
the L’Armide had witnessed the pbeuom - 
uon beiore, bul Devcr so brilliant or so 
continuous. 
Tbe L’Armide iu going out 
oad passed thirty leagues further north rn 
February, Ibid. without encountering any 
thing of the kind.
